The com- 
panies composed almost'the entire mem- 
bership* ot'ithe combine of wrapping pa- 
per ^manufacturers which .was organized 
J>y Jithn'H. Parks in 1906. On complaint 
of Mr. Norris the federal grand jury be- 
gan a:i investigation of the combine two 
months ago, and on Friday last returned 
indictmouts against Parks and twenty- 
£vo*companiea. Mr. Parks was in Eu- 
rope, but Solomon M. Stroock, counsel 
for'the combine, appeared in the federal 
court and pleaded guilty for twenty- 
three of the companies. District Attor- 
ney Stimson, who had charge of the case, 
stated- in court that in view of the fact 
that the companies had saved the gov- 
ernment expense by pleading guilty he 
;»va3 willing that light fines should he im- 
posed. Counsel for the companies declar 
cd'tliat tlie combine was formed two 
years ago to save them from bankruptcy 
Ixjcausc of the methods of agents for 
consumers, who, lie alleged, favored first 
ono group of paper mills nnd then an-

The admitted profit of 
the pool was $1,000,000 annually.

pany' which figures in the records af the 
association as 'John Smith.' 


It ia the selling agent of the Interna- 


tional Paper company, the officers of 
which testified before the Mann commit- 
tee of the house of representatives that 
the company was not connected directly 
or indirectly through selling agents or 
otherwise in any pool or agreement to re- 
strict production. 


Wisconsin Company Involved. 


"John H. Parks, the manager of the 


Manila and Fibre association, also ran 
four other pools or 'price associations,' 
as he called them. From these he drew 
an income of $150-,000 annually. When 
the present investigation opened, Parks 
fled to Europe and has been there ever 
since. He is the only individual under 
indictment.

Makes Remarkable Statement 


Firmly and almost joyously, without a. 


quiver in his voice, George Willoughby, 
popular business man and Sunday school 
teacher, rose from his chair in the mu- 
nicipal court room and gave out a state- 
ment that for its pointedness and clear- 
ness, is considered a remarkable ote. lie 
said: 


"The plea I have just made is not in 


accordance with my heartfelt, conscien- 
tious belief in this matter, nor that of 
my friends, but they nnd I feel that per- 
haps it is for the best. I believe that 
the inner working of the human mind 
cannot be fathomed by medical science, 
the uncontrollable and unquestionable 
impulses under which a person sometimes 
acts. 1 know and my friends believe sin- 
cerely that I am not wilfully responsible 
for that tragedy, an aot which was dia- 
metrically opposed to every attribute of 
mv nature. No matter what degree of 
responsibility I may feel, however, 'I 
know I committed the deed, and I have 
pleaded guilty." 


He stopped speaking 
suddenly, and 


walked slowly back-to his seat;-all eyes 
in the court room being on his face, but 
it showed not a trace of pain or pale- 
ness. 


Has Gained in Weight. 


Willoughby was upriglit^aiid seemed to 
ave gained greatly in weight since his 
irst appearance in District court. His 
;u-e was full and TOs complexion lacked 
hat colorless hue so often seen in those 
v-ho spend somo time out of the sun- 
hine. His complexion was in addition 
tlcar nnd his eyes bright. His hair and 
nustache ore white, seemingly belying 
he youth indicated by the firm rapid 
valk. 


First Said Burglar Did it. 


Willoughby provided himself with a 


revolver and chloroform tho night of the 
rurdnr and it is believed that his wife 
faking, he used the pistol, then put two 
lullets in his OWE body. He at first 
tried to make out a burglar had commit- 
ted the deed, but upon cross questioning 
admitted his own guilt. He admitted 
lis infatuation for a, woman in Chicago 
which caused his wife to become greatly 
ealous. He confessed that he had not 
,ovcd his wife for years.

Threatened to Make Fight. 


There were a number of minor conten- 


tions in the committee, but the Rooso- 
vclt-Taft idea prevailed in the ultimate 
analysis and while Thomas M. MeCarter 
of New Jersey insisted on his right to 
take the question of injunction to the 
convcntionjloor, the prediction was made 
in authoritative quarters that no mur- 
luur of the preliminary fight would be 
heard in that gathering. 


Beginning with the adjournment of the 


convention Tuesday, the work of the res- 
olutions committee was practically con- 
tinued until 4:20 this morning, when the 
finished platform was produced. 


It was not until 10 o'clock last night 


that the scales began to tip in favor of 
the administration forces, but after thu 
dissolution of the opposition began, it 
was rapid and Boon complete, leaving 
nothing to mark its existence but a few 
unrecorded speeches and a slim minority 
of votes.

The eggs stored in this country 
last 


year amounted to HO, 161,540 dozen, ot" 
which 33,750,000 dozen were 
stored 
in 


Chicago. These storage eggs sold at an 
average of Iti'A- cents a do/sen, a little less 
tlnui was paid for them. Under normal 
conditions they would have sold for 10 
cents a dozen. 


Fifteen cents a dozen is nil thnfris be- 


ing offered for eggs for storage now, and 
probably the price will go still lower. 


While in storage eggs are kept at 
a 


temperature slightly above, .the freezing 
point, they are never allowed to freeze 
except when stored in bulk in tin cans. 
Eggs arc placed in 'cold storage in April 
and May and begin to enter the market 
in- September.
